Aboard the Potemki., now a 
hunted, © fugitive ship, the first 
wave of relief over the decision 
to surrender had subsided and 
the crew were assoiled by new 
fears and doubts,

’ These doubts were not 
_ eased by the discovery, in the 
captaln’s room, of a book of

This seltied the immediate 
problem, They would not sur- 
render to Rumania after all. 
But they would call at the 
Rumanitin port ‘of Constanza 
for' conl, water, and provisions.

They invited them all to a 
public meetiig at “Wonder 
fond” in = Whitechapel, where 
distinguished Soctalists made 
speeches, 

Nor was that all. On the 
evertlig of September 16, Ya 
meeting: of a@ more convivial 
character was ‘held in White~ 
chapel"; and songs in both 
Russian and English were sung.

IRST came a trumpeter 
and a drummer, then 
the rest of the touring band 
of entertainers, some on 
foct, some on horseback with 
their props in- panniers on 
the backs of donkeys. 
_ And as they travelled the 
dusty road they capered “and 
danced and handed out Dills 
announcing de‘ails of their 
show — juggling, acrobatics, 
daneing and plays. It was like 
a circus parade. 


No proof 


There were no girls. because 
this was the J6th- century. 
-Queen Elizabeth I was on the 
throne and it was not consider- 
ed seemly for women to appear 
on. a stage; instead there were a 
couple of boys who would take 
the female parts in plays, most 
of which were: based on Old 
Testament stories. 

And there were no theatres. 
Sometimes the players perform- 
ed in halls, sometimes they set 
up the stage in the yard of an 
inn or in a market place. 

The place they were coming 
to now was Stratford-on-Avon, 
Warwickshire. 

- Not everyone welcomed the 
players. Often they were class- 
ed with rogues and vagabonds. 
Some thought ‘play-acting was 
wicked. Some disliked them for. 
the followers they attracted, 
the sneak thieves, pickpockets 
and robbers, . 

But. always the boys of a 

. town came out to meet them 

“and escort these exciting people 
into the town. And. among the 

- boys who escorted this particu- 

- lar troupe into Stratford was 2 
grammar schoolboy named Wil- 
liam Shakespeare, son of a pro- 
-minent Icceal businessman—his 
interests included glovemaking 
and a bttcher’s shop—who was 
an alderman of the town. 

We know no details of this 
particular performance,. but it

Burbage at Shoreditch, and was 
copied from the  bear-baiting 
arenas cf the time with three 
thatch-roofed ‘galleries one 
above the other around.a cir- 
cular yard into which projected 
the stage. It had been opened 
in 1576. 

Another story says that 
Shakespeare began his careez 
there as a car park attendant. 
only in those days, of course, 
the cats were horses. Shake- 
speare, according to this story, 
looked after the horses of 
wealthy theatregoers while they 
were watching the plays. 

But there is no proof of thet 
tale either. Sie yh 

We do know though that 
Shakespeare began on th: 
ground floor, doing a bit of 
acting, helping behind the 
scenes, copying out parts and 
helping rewrite onlays. He was 
to become the most famous 
writer of all time. 

Plays had to be exciting then 
to hold an audience. For they 
had to rival the other popular 
entertainments like cock fight- 
ing, bull and bear baiting and 
public hangings. 


First big! hit - 


They had to grip a mixid 
audience of fashionable men 


about town, porters, grooms and’ 


lay-abcut. 

They had to compete w: 
noise from the j 
side, the jugglers and buskers, 
the fortune tellers and the 
quacks with théir patent medi- 
cines, 

A trumpet would sound when 
the play was about to star. 
Good acting would be applaud- 
ed, bad acting booed, for 
audiences were tough. 

If a pickpocket was caught at 
work hé would be tied to the 
stage and pelted with orange 
peel during the intervals.

many sources, Shakespear> 
graduated to writing complete 
works, The only famous 


dramatist at this time was 
Christopher Marlowe, author of 
Tamburlaine- He was the same 
age as Shakespeare, but was to 
be stabbed to death in a brawl 
at the age of 29. Shakespeare 
was soon to eclipse him,
